Looking more like a super duper 
junior space pistol than a picture tak- 
ing instrument, the Novoflex Follow 
Focus 300mm lens is in truth one of the 
easiest handling 35mm single-lens re- 
flex camera lenses we have ever used. 
The Novoflex may also be used with 
35mm rangefinder cameras equipped 
with reflex finders, and with motion 
picture cameras that have through- 
lens viewing and focusing. Focus on 
a moving subject can be continuously 
adjusted by squeezing the pistol grip 
which provides the solid support re- 
quired for sharp pictures with long 
focal length lenses. 

Not being particularly over-mus- 
cled, we've always had a problem 
with hand-holding long telephoto 
lenses for long periods. But with the 
Novoflex setup, we could take our time 
and wait for the shot we wanted. 

But what about the lenses? How 
good are they? Very good. Even at 
maximum aperture with the 300mm— 
f/5.6—only the slightest bit of falling 
off at the corners could be noted. At 
f/8, the image was adequately sharp 
over the entire picture area. The
